WASHINGTON, July 15.—(/)— 
By pushing the relief bill to within 
one step of completion, congress to- 
night virtually had cleared the decks 
for final adjournment some time late 


tomorrow. 

Barring only a filibuster at the last 

leaders on both sides were certain 
they would ring down the curtain on 
this eventful and long-drawn-out ses- 
sion within another day. 
* The relief bill, assured of President 
Hoover's signature despite presence 
in it of a clause requiring publicity 
on all loans to be made by the recon- 
struction corporation, even to banks, 
lacked only final approval of the sen- 
ate. 

A deadlock in the conference be- 
tween the two houses broke up early 
in the day—as soon, in fact, as assur- 
ance came that the president would 
sign the hill. The senators then yield- 
ed to the insistent house demand for 
the publicity clause.

Challenged to a joint debate at 
Blackshéear’s six-county political rally 
today, to which.all other candidates 
have been. invited, 
Charles R. Crisp Friday declined the 
invitation and notified the governor 
that “you, of course, can conduct 
your own campaign as you see fit and 


I will do likewise.” 

Crisp’s telegram to Governor Rus- 
sell, declining the joint debate pro- 
posal, said: 

“Your wire, suggesting we have 12 
joint debates, received. The plane on 
which you pitched your campaign and 
have followed up was disappointing 
and surprising to me. I ean see no 
wholesome purpose to be subserved by 
such debates. You might lose your 
temper ‘again. Therefore, I decline 
your offer. You have been campaign- 
ing for several months, while I “have 
been engaged in performing my pub- 
lic duties. You, of course, can con- 
duct your campaign as you see fit 
and I -will do likewise.” 

The governor's challenge to Crisp, 
who is in Americus enjoying a brief 
rest between a long, arduous, session 


of congress and the start of an in- 
tensive campaign for the United 
States senate seat next Wednesday, 
was issued quickly after Crisp head- 
quarters in Atlanta announced that 
T. Hicks Fort, one of Georgia’s out- 
standing platform speakers, would rep- 
resent the congressman at the Black- 
shear meeting.

LONDON, July 15.—()—All_ ef- 
forts by Prime Minister Ramsay Mac- 
Donald and President De Valera, of 
the Irish Free State, to avert an An- 
glo-Irish economic war with tariffs 
as the weapons failed tonight, and to- 
morrow Mr. MacDonald will fly to 
Lossiemouth, Scotland, while Mr. De 
Valera will return to Dublin. 

The Irish reprisal duties bill, drawn 
up by the De Valera government in 
retaliation against the 20 per cent 
tariffs imposed against the principal 
imports from Igeland into’ Britain, 
goes to the Irish senate Monday. It 
cannot be blocked there and early next 
week it may become effective. 

“Conversation was begun between 
Prime Minister MacDonald and Mr. 
De Valera and continued with the 
Jord chancellor and the aitorney-gen- 
eral present,” said a communique is- 
sued at the conclusion of tonight’s 
meeting. ; 

“The situation between the two 
countries was considered, but neither 
party was able to depart from the po- 
sition taken up in. published  dis- 
patches.” 

The controversy between the Free 
State and Britain rests on two main 
causes. One of these is Mr. De Va- 
lera’s insistent attempt to eliminate 
the oath of allegiance to the British 
crown and the other is his refusal to 
continue payments of land annuities 
to the London government. 

These annuities represent old finan- 
cial operations which enabled Irish 
tenants to become owners of the land 
they worked. 

Britain took the lead in laying down 
tariffs against Irish goods when the 
Free State government defaulted in 
the land annuity payment due June 
30. Now Ireland is choosing the 
same method of warfare.

KELLOGG INTRODUCES 
SU-H0UR WORK DAY 


The Kellogg Company, manufactur- 
ers of food products, has reduced it 
working day from eight to six hours, 
and has found that the new arrange- 
ment provides more employment and 
eliminates much extra overhead ex- 
pense. : 

The old plan of working was three 
eight-hour shifts, each employe receiv- 
ing a half-hour meal period and time 
and a half for all time over eight 
hours as well as for working Sundays. 
Employes working on the 3 p.m. to 
11 p.m. working shift were paid 3 
to 5 per cent more than the employes 
working on the 7 a. m. to 8 p. m. shift, 
while those working on the 11 p.m. 
to 7 a.m. shift received 10 per cent 
more, 

On December 1, 1930, the six-hour 
day was introduced in the! plant, 
creating four six-hour shifts instead 
of three eight-hour shifts. The first 
shift commences at 6 a.m. and works 
to 12 noon, the second shift from 12 
noon to 6 p.m., the third shift from 
6 p.m. to midnight, and the last shift 
from midnight to 6 a.m. Under such 
a schedule there seems to be no irreg- 
ularities and each shift has equal ad- 
vantages. This new schedule eliminat- 
ed the need for extra allowances for 
any shift and also eliminated a stop 
for meals, since each shift works 
straight through without a break. 

This plan spread employment to a 
larger number of workers and resulted 
in many! definite economies for the 
plant, and also created more advan- 
tages for the employes. The list of 
advantages to the company includes 
inereased daily production, due to tke 
fact that more work per hour is ob- 
tained from the émployes, elimination 
of me#l periods and the expense of a 
large cafetera, increased return from 
the capital investment, and decreased 
overhead rate. 

In reducing the number. of working 
hours a day under the six-hour day 
lan, there was, naturally, a reduction 
in the day wages for the higher paid 
employes. This was accompanied, how- 
ever, by an ‘increase in hourly base 
rates so that the minimum daily wage 
for men is $4 per day.~ . 

The plan has been in operation for 
over a year, and it is believed that the 
company will continue to operate 
manently on the six-hour day. The 
management believes it is a profit- 
able operating plan for the workers 
and equally profitable for the busi- 
ness, due to the incr operating 
efficiency and the lowered: cost per 
unit of production. :
